Pen Pictures of Personalities Past 6? Present

YORK BOWEN 

Y ORK BOWEN is a most attractive victim for the inter¬ 
viewer’s net, for in spite of being a difficult subject to draw, 
when he is persuaded to talk, against his actual will, he 
unconsciously pours out copy. To look at him in his study, 
smoking a contemplative pipe, with a large grand piano as com¬ 
panion, it is difficult to realize that he has done so much in, 
comparatively speaking, such a short space of time. 

He was born in London on February 22 1884, and at the age of 
12 his musical education began at the Blackheath Conservatoire. 
There he stayed for two years, when he entered the R.A.M. with 
the Erard Scholarship ’, tenable for three years, following this 
period up with the ‘ Sterndale Bennett Scholarship ’, which he held 
for two years. He studied the pianoforte in the first instance under 
the late Alfred Izard, and afterwards with Mr Tobias Matthay. 
For harmony and composition he was under Battison Haynes and 
afterwards with Frederick Corder. During his student days he 
gained the medal of the Worshipful Company of Musicians, the 
4 Dove Prize ’ and many others too numerous to mention for piano 
and composition. 







But York Bowen’s musical activities are by no means confined to 
piano playing and composing. I might almost go so far as to say 
that he is a musical pluralist. He plays the horn, trumpet, viola, 
and, during certain months of the war, officiated at the organ at the 
Church of St Stephen’s, Ealing, as deputy for his friend B. J. Dale. 
He says his most nervous ‘ Fortnightly Concert ’ was when 
he played the horn in his own work, ‘ Andante and Allegro ’ for 
horn and piano, his colleague on this occasion being B. J. Dale. 

One of his earliest loves was the viola, and he has never forgotten 
his early fascination—indeed, it inspired him to write a number 
of pieces for this instrument and its incomparable player, the 
famous Lionel Tertis. Among these works are two Sonatas, a 
Concerto and a Quartet for Four Violas. And so, viola players, not 
to mention the public, who have of late begun to take an intelligent 
interest in this neglected instrument, thanks to Mr Tertis and his 
performances, owe York Bowen a big debt of gratitude. 

But to continue my story. York Bowen became a Fellow and 
Professor of the R.A.M. in 1911, and although temporary leave of 
absence was necessitated during the War, he resumed his work at 
its end. The War was a bitter experience to him, like so many more, 
and his health as a Tommy suffered severely, but happily Time, 
the greatest of all doctors, has effected a cure. 

Ever since the age of 18 he has been playing at orchestral concerts 
and recitals, in many instances his own compositions. As far back 
as February, 1906, Dr Hans Richter produced his Symphonic 
Fantasia at a London Symphony Orchestra Concert at the Queen’s 
Hall. So impressed was Richter that he invited the young English 
composer to stay with him at Bowden and attend the two rehearsals 
and the performance at a Halle Concert in the Free Trade Hall, 
Manchester, in the following month. A memorable occasion for 
a youngster of 22. Richter was not only a great conductor, he was 
a very genial man and a consistent friend to young English com¬ 
posers, as is illustrated in this instance, and also his championship 
of Elgar in the days when all music, except when branded 4 made 
in England ’ was popular in this country. Three piano concertos 
were all produced by himself about this period, the second one at 
a Royal Philharmonic Concert, when he was 21 years old—a 
pleasant coming-of-age function. Sir Landon Ronald conducted 
the first performance of the Second Symphony at the Queen’s 
Hall, and quite recently Miss Beatrice Harrison played a Rhapsody 
for Violoncello and Orchestra at the Hastings Festival, to the 
success of which I can personally testify. 

Among York Bowen’s well-known compositions may be men¬ 
tioned the following: Second String Quartet in D minor (Carnegie 
Award); Suite for Orchestra (Chappell Prize of £200); Quintet for 



















Horn and String Quartet; Poem ‘ Eventide ’ for Orchestra; Five 
Sonatas for Piano; Five Sonatas for ’Cello and Piano. 

In a picture of such contracted canvas it is impossible to say all 
I should like, but York Bowen’s many activities provide an object 
lesson to members of the R.A.M. Orchestra, and prove how great 
an experience may be gained from that admirable institution, for 
he himself told me: 4 Whilst a student, I gained practical knowledge 
of other instruments, including horn, viola and trumpet, the first 
of which was my second study for three years, and with which I 
assisted in the R.A.M. orchestra regularly.’ 

On Choral Singing

T he MUSICAL Festival movement, which has developed 
to such a large extent throughout the country during recent 
years, has done much to revive and stimulate interest in the 
choral art. Although the Northern Counties and Wales may still 
claim to be the great centres of choral singing, the revival is 
becoming fairly general and is spreading even to remote places. 
It was gratifying to hear recently of a Choir which voyaged from 
one of the islands of the Hebrides in order to compete at a Festival 
on the mainland. Their high standard of artistic attainment was a 
revelation to all who heard them. These choristers, dwelling far 
from the exciting influences and supposed advantages of a great 
city, are deeply in love with their art. They possess high ideals as 
to what it should be, and they evidently pursue them with dili¬ 
gence. This is the pathway to success in any department of life and 
activity—the possession of an ideal and earnest striving to realize 

ll it is to be feared that the lack of an ideal and the neglect of 
diligent work on the part of both conductors and choristers are 
largely to blame for the erstwhile unpopularity of choral singing 
in many parts of the country—not only among the masses but also 
in recognized musical circles. The idea was too long prevalent that 
the merits of a choir were to be judged by its numerical strength 
and the volume of its tone. This generally led to unbalanced parts, 
and what was called a choir was merely a congregation of vocalists 
—good, bad, and indifferent in respect of their musical abilities. 

The qualities which characterize good choral singing are now a 
matter of common knowledge, and among them tone, blend, 
rhythm, and enunciation call for special emphasis. In this short 
article it is only possible to deal briefly with one of these, namely, 
good tone. This may be regarded as the fundamental quality, and 
if the foundation is not a thing of beauty, no amount of effort to 
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sing with expression and colour is of much avail. It is like a painter 
wasting his talent on a bad canvas, or a pianist on an inferior 
pianoforte. With a choir whose production and tone are bad, even 
the best of conductors is severely handicapped. It is only the 
good vocal instrument that is capable of producing the highest 
artistic results, and it is only with a pure and well-produced tone 
coming from every individual in a choir that anything approaching 
perfection in blend can be obtained. 

In the matter of voice production, of course, each person requires 
individual treatment. Nevertheless, there are certain general 
principles pertaining to voice production which should be instilled 
into the minds of all choristers. Where the members of a choir are 
enthusiastic and intelligent, it is astonishing how quickly these are 
assimilated, and the conductor who is conscientious and insistent 
in this connection will be more than rewarded. 

Every chorister must breathe correctly. This is as important to a 
choir as correct bowing of the string players is to an orchestra. 
This does not mean merely that there is to be uniformity in the 
taking of breath and phrasing: there must also be some measure 
of uniformity in the controlling of the breath. 

It is much easier to obtain good and pure tone from soft singing 
than from loud. A choir should be trained first on mezza-voce 
singing, and the full forte tone built up from that. Here it is that 
breath force is apt to be forsaken for physical force. A choir should 
never sing over its breath-force capacity. Where this injunction is 
disregarded, hard tone and bad blend are inevitable. One so often 
hears admirable soprano tone spoiled on the ascent to high notes. 
These are taken off the breath and become hard and blatant. It is 
a common error to imagine that high notes must be large. One 
piccolo is always heard in a full orchestra, and, similarly, high 
vocal tone, no matter how small, is always heard. The upper regis¬ 
ter actually requires less breath than the lower, but it requires 
greater intensity of breath. 

The greatest factor towards refinement of performance is refine¬ 
ment of tone. We have all heard choirs sing standard works note- 
perfect and with great musical expression, and yet have been 
dissatisfied. In most cases this was probably due to the inadequacy 
of the foundation. There was no beauty of tone underlying their 
efforts, and they did not possess the power of varying their tone- 
colour to suit the ever-changing atmosphere of words and music. 

It is a wise policy to study unaccompanied choral works, such as 
the old English madrigals of Byrd, Bennet, and Gibbons. They 
call for great delicacy of treatment and purity of tone; and while 
they are a special branch of choral music, they prepare the way 
towards greater artistic results in the performance of the standard 
choral works. 
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A Musician’s Narrative 

*■ 

I T HAS GIVEN me great pleasure to read Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie’s reminiscences, which he calls 4 A Musician’s 
Narrative ’, # and the pleasure has been intensified by the fact 
that the fly-leaf bears the legend: 4 with every good wish to his 
friend this veracious book from A.C.M.’ It forms a veritable 
history of the musical happenings during the last 80 years, and is 
full of stories of all the famous musicians and many other cele¬ 
brities for that long period of time. It opens in fascinating fashion 
with a most interesting description of his native city, Edinburgh, 
in the middle of the last century, when 4 the dress-coated, tall- 
hatted 44 Posty ” was resplendent in royal scarlet and gold braid, 
while the slower-footed 44 Peeler ” wore blue swallow-tails and the 
shiniest and hardest of toppers ’. The garb may not have been 
exactly practical, but at least the street pictures were picturesque. 

His boyish recollections of his early life in Germany, where in 
Sondershausen he met many of the great musicians of the day, 
including Liszt and Von Bulow, alone make the book worth 
reading. In the winter of 1861 he heard performances of Tann- 
hauser (an opera which reached Covent Garden in an Italian 
version fifteen years later), and Faust , which latter work had only 
been produced three years previously. 

Again, his life in Florence makes good reading, where he passed 
an evening with Salvini, who at that time occasionally emerged 
from his retirement. At times, in the absence of Buonamici, the 
gifted pianist, he conducted the 4 Cherubini ’, the choir consisting 
chiefly of British residents and a sprinkling of Florentines. 

Sir Alexander was appointed Principal of the Royal Academy on 
February 22 1888, and the same evening conducted The Golden 
Legend at the St James’s Hall, the coincidence occasioning a great 
ovation from the choir and orchestra. It is of interest to record that 
he assisted in his capacity of principal in both the seventieth anni¬ 
versary and centenary celebrations of the foundation of the R.A.M. 

Among the many activities recorded in this book are his varied 
experiences as a conductor. He has had command of most of the 
well-known orchestras at different times. I first met Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie just after Sir Charles Halle’s sudden death in 1895, 
when he conducted the Halle Orchestra in a number of concerts 
in Manchester and other towns in the north of England, and from 
that time dates our long friendship, a friendship that has become 
more closely and happily cemented since I came to reside in 
London. It was when he was conducting the Halle Orchestra that 
his 4 Britannia ’ Overture jumped into such popularity, and it has 
remained a firm favourite with the public ever since. Incidentally, 
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the second performance of the overture took place at a Richter 
concert. The great conductor, vastly tickled by its vivacity, 
averred that when the second Dibdinesque subject appears on the 
tuba, the sonorous instrument represents a big whale trying to 
join in the sea-song. 

In such a short notice it is only possible to set down but a moiety 
of the names and stories enriching this most amusing and instruc¬ 
tive book. To add a word of personal criticism, I am a little 
disappointed that the author has been so reticent on some of the 
subjects he has touched upon. With his keen sense of humour and 
sound musical judgement, opinions more directly expressed would 
have added tremendously to its interest. But that is only by the 
way, for the book is a valuable addition to the reference library and 
the entertainment of the world.

R.A.M. Club Annual Report for 1927 

The Annual General Meeting was held at the Royal Academy 
of Music on Saturday, January 28 1928. There was a moderate 
attendance of members, and Dr H. W. Richards was in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the Secre¬ 
tary then read the Minutes of the Annual General Meeting held 
on January 29 1927, which were duly confirmed. 

The Report of the Committee then followed. 

The Committee have the pleasure of presenting their thirty- 
eighth annual Report. The end of 1927 finds the Club in a very 
satisfactory position, full of life and enthusiasm, and continuing 
its work as a valuable adjunct of the parent Institution. 

During the past year 145 new members have been elected. 
Overseas members now number 40; country members 188; town 
members 455; student members 393; making a total of 1,076. 

The Social Meetings continue to be a popular feature of the Club 
—members appreciating the opportunity of meeting old friends 
and exchanging ideas and reminiscences. At the first Meeting on 
March 12, 376 were present. The artists taking part in the 
Concert were the Oriana Madrigal Society, conducted by Mr 
Charles Kennedy Scott; and Mr York Bowen, who played Carlo 
Albanesi’s Fourth Sonata, and some new compositions of his own. 
The second Meeting on May 28 was a Soiree given by the Presi¬ 
dent of the Club (Mr A. J. Waley). At this Meeting, Miss Elsie 
Owen and Mr Vivian Langrish played Sonatas by Brahms and 
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McEwen; Mr Michael Head sang songs of his own composition, 
accompanied by Miss Eileen Beattie; and Miss May Turtle sang 
songs at the piano. 375 members and guests were present. The 
third Meeting was held on November 19, when we were enter¬ 
tained by the Chaplin Trio, who played seventeenth-century music 
on the harpsichord, viola d’amore, and viola da gamba; Miss 
Dorothy Howell, who played pianoforte solos by J. B. McEwen, 
Debussy, and Leo Livens; and Mr Leonard Hubbard, who sang 
songs, accompanied byMrWelton Hickin. There were 412 present. 

The Committee wish to express their grateful thanks to these 
artists for their kindness in placing their services at the disposal 
of the Committee. 

The Annual Dinner, held at the Trocadero Restaurant on July 21 
was again a very marked success. A number of very distinguished 
guests honoured the R.A.M. by accepting invitations, and excellent 
speeches were given by Sir Frank Dicksee, P.R.A., Sir Robert 
Witt, C.B.E., Lord Burnham, G.C.M.G., Lord Blanesburgh, 
P.C., G.B.E., Sir Alexander Mackenzie, K.C.V.O., Dr McEwen, 
and the Chairman of the Club (Mr A. J. Waley), as recorded in 
the November issue of the Magazine. 

The Club has suffered grievous loss by the death of the following 
members: Dr Charles Macpherson, Mr Cuthbert Whitemore, 
Miss Agnes Zimmerman, and Mr W. W. Starmer. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize was this year given for the composition 
of a piece in one movement for oboe, bassoon and pianoforte, 
and it was awarded to Miss Freda Robertson. 

There have been four meetings of the Committee with an average 
attendance of nine members. 

The balance sheet which accompanies this Report shows the Club 
to be in a satisfactory financial position. 

In accordance with the Rules of the Club, the following officers 
retire: The President; four Vice-Presidents, viz., Lady Cooper, Sir 
James Dundas Grant, Mr Robert Radford and Mr J. Percy Baker; 
and four members of the Committee, viz., Mr Ambrose Coviello’ 
Mr Maurice d’Oisly, Mr Frederick Moore, and Mr Septimus 
Webbe. 

The Treasurer, the Hon. Secretary and Auditors also retire, but 
are re-eligible. 

It is satisfactory to record that the Students’ Branch of the Club 
has gained new life during the past year, and is now in a very 
flourishing condition. The Report of this branch of the Club is 
given below. 

The financial Statement for the year 1927 follows. 

On the motion of Mr John Booth, seconded by Mr Edward lies, 
the Statement of Accounts was passed unanimously. 







Before ^proceeding to the election of officers for the year, the 
Chairman expressed the regret of the President in not being able 
to be present, also of Dr McEwen, who was kept away through 
indisposition. 

He then announced that Sir Henry J. Wood had been nominated 
by the Committee for the office of President for the ensuing year, 
and the following for the office of Vice-President: Mr A. J. Waley, 
Mr R. C. Wyse; Mr Hugh Fitch, and Mr Stewart Macpherson. 
They were all elected by acclamation. 

The following were also elected: Mr A. J. Waley, Hon. Treasurer; 
Messrs. Montague Phillips and Victor Booth, Auditors; and Mr 
Frederick Keel, Hon. Secretary. 

Mr Keel took the opportunity of announcing that owing to a 
breakdown in health he would reluctantly have to relinquish the 
duties of Hon. Secretary. Mr Brian Nash had kindly offered to 
help with the duties for the present, and they had hopes that he 
would eventually find it possible to take on the duties of the office. 

Mr Brian Nash, responding, expressed his willingness to help, 
and said that although he was shortly going on a prolonged 
Examination Tour, he hoped on his return to be able to be of 
service to the Club. 

Dr Richards then referred in complimentary terms to the work 
that had been done by Mr Keel during his Secretaryship, and 
invited those present to give him a hearty vote of thanks. This was 
done, and Mr Keel made a brief reply. 

Dr Richards also made reference to the valuable services ren¬ 
dered to the Club by Mr A. J. Waley, the Hon. Treasurer. 

The balloting then took place for four members of the Committee, 
Mr T. B. Knott and Mr George Aitken acting as scrutineers. 
The result of the voting was that Miss Pitt Soper, Dr Shinn, Mr 
John Booth, and Mr Brian Nash were elected. 

In accordance with Rule XV, Miss Phillis Tate, the Plon. 
Secretary of the Students’ Branch, read the Annual Report of the 
Auxiliary Committee, which is given on page 13. 

A vote of thanks to the retiring President and the other officers 
was carried by acclamation. 

Mr T. B. Knott then referred to the satisfactory state of the Club 
and proposed a hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman, Dr 
Richards, which was carried with enthusiasm, and to which he 
briefly responded. 

The proceedings then terminated, the rest of the evening being 
spent in social intercourse.

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' Obituary 

W. W. STARMER 

Extract from The Times , November 3 1927 

Mr William Wooding Starmer, an authority on campanology, died 
at a Tunbridge Wells nursing home at the age of 60. The third 
son of Mr E. W. Starmer, of Wellingborough, he was educated at 
Wellingborough School, and at the Royal Academy of Music, of 
which he became an Associate. 

In the modern progress of campanology both in this country and 
on the Continent, Mr Starmer played an important part, and he 
held the only professorship of the art at any university in the 
world, namely, Birmingham. He was also a composer. The famous 
song always heard on Empire Day, ‘ The Empire Hymn was 
written by Miss Frances Wright under the name of ‘ Gretchen 9 
when she was a member of St Mark’s Church, Tunbridge Wells, 
and was set to music by Mr Starmer. Over two million copies of 
the song have been circulated, and it has been played by regi¬ 
mental bands all over the Empire. Mr Starmer published a variety 
of Church and organ music and part-songs, including ‘ The 
Angelus ’, ‘ Pack Clouds Away ’, and ‘ Waken Lords and Ladies, 
gay ’. He contributed many articles to ‘ The Cyclopaedic Dictionary 
of Music ’, and on bells to ‘ A Dictionary of Modern Music and 
Musicians For Grove’s ‘ Dictionary of Music ’ he wrote nearly 
40 articles, and he also contributed to The Times , the Musical 
Times , and other journals. He was one of the international 
adjudicators of the competition of carillonneurs at Malines in 1910, 
and was also an examiner for the School of Carillon Playing at 
Malines and adjudicated there in August, 1925. He was a member 
of the Examinations Committee of the Incorporated Society of 
Musicians, and served on the general council. 

EDWARD W. NICHOLLS 

We regret to record the death of Mr Edward W. Nicholls. He was a 
member of the Club and of the Committee of Management from 
1907 to 1920. 

The Prize instituted by him in 1913 (for female pianists) will be 
continued by his widow. 

The following extract from the Club Magazine for June, 1917, 
will be read with interest. 

Extract from the R.A.M. Club Magazine 
OUR PRESIDENT FOR 1917 

Mr Edward William Nicholls was born in London on March 18 
1846. He was educated at St Paul’s Cathedral School, and was a

great friend of the late Sir John Stainer, Mr Henry Gadsby, and 
Sir George Martin. He has been deputy bass in the Cathedral 
Choir for many years. Having chosen a business career, Mr Nicholls 
became, in 1868, deputy underwriter of the Marine Insurance 
Company, and in 1878, underwriter of the Alliance Marine 
Assurance Company, now merged in the Alliance Assurance 
Company, from which he retired in 1908 owing to ill-health, after 
holding the position for thirty years. He was for two years Chair¬ 
man of the Institute of London Underwriters, and a member of 
the Committee of Lloyd’s Register of British and Foreign 
Shipping. 

His interest in music, though not professional, was none the less 
keen, and was shown by his membership of various musical 
organizations. He is a Liveryman of the Musicians’ Company, a 
member of the Livery Club of the same Company, a member of 
the Madrigal Society, of which he was President for two years, 
1914-15 and 1915-16, being now a Vice-President; a member of 
the Abbey Glee Club, a Fellow of the Royal Philharmonic Society, 
of the Foundation Fund of which he is one of the Trustees; a 
member for some years of the Committee of Management of the 
Royal Academy of Music, and a member of the R.A.M. Club. As 
President for this year he has rendered to the Club valuable 
services in connection with its subscription to the War Loan. Mr 
Nicholls has other interests, as he is also a member of the Court of 
the Sons of the Clergy Corporation and of various cricket and 
golf clubs. His Clubs are the Constitutional and the British 
Empire.
